The present time is a time ofLbhe greatest physical strains for us, and we 
can only etand it. supported by the hope that my ini ho and will regain hi 3 freedom, 
owing 1 to the recommendation of the Clemency Board and the decision of the High 
Commissioner McCloy. I sincerely hope that you will understand that this letter is 
vritten because after an extremely happy married life of thirty years I wish to do 
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everything for my husband to help him. as much.^s possible. During the past years 
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of grief and sorrow it was extremely comforting for me to' learn from your letters 
time and again, and for the last time on JEvXay, I960, that you : took all possible 
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steps to help my husband to get justice and. '.according to justice his freedom. I am 
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fully convinced that you will be able to help and advise me to take the c right 
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actions. The following happened: vV . . % 

On 31 July, I960, my husband signed his petition for mercy. On the same day 
It was seat from Landsberg to Munich, the residence of the Clemency Board. On 
10 August, 1950, my husband's advocate, Dr. Hennings, had the opportunity of giving 
herbal explanations to the petition for the time of 30, minutes. Dr* Hennings, who

In connection herewith I am very 
afraid that the statements you and Major General Yana man - according to Mr. 

Yaniman* s letter, dated 20 July, 1950 - had sent to the Clemency Board might not 
have reached. Mr. Peck (President of the Board), Mr. Moran and Mr. Snov. : The 
J following facts may be added;’ o c .

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•D'r. Dix, however, said: that there is no doubt that President Truman would. .immediately 
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if he would learn from my husband's ac 
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contact the High Commissioner General John McCloy and give ay husband the 
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with, the help of the petition for mercy also your knowledge of my husband’s character 
will be a more detailed one' than it was up to now* I, therefore, enclose an original 
copy of the petition, and I should be very grateful to you if you could spare the 
time to read it over. Simultaneously you will know, apart from your oersonal 
connections with my husband, whom you had to deal with in the first half of the year 
1945, and whom you are dealing with to-day. 

Dr. Hennings does not think it suitable to ask again for Major General Vanaman* s 
help with regard to. the remarks and advice of Dr* Dix. You, dear Mr. Spivey, know 



exactly the circumstances, and, if you would consider it possible, could: you be kind 



enough and talk the matter over with Major General Vanaman in my name? By 31 
August, 1950, the Board will have finished with their work, concerning the cases 
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of about 125. persona condemned in Nuremberg. Their task is merely to pass recommen- 
dations to Geheral John McCloy. The final decision is made by the High Commissioner 
himself. But it is presumed that there is only a short period between the hand-over 
of the recommendation and the decision. This short time would not be sufficient for 
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me to wait for your reply on this letter and to write, to Mr. Vanaman from here. 
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Apart from the step concerning President Truman I kindly ask you to Consider, 
whether it would be advisable; and pos3ible-to send a copy of your and Major General 



Vanaman* a statements for the Clemency Board to Gene ral^Mc Cloy. (( This would remove 0 



the 'danger that all records sent by you to the Clemency Board we^e not put together 



with my. husband* a file and w ould^Jh t be taken into consideration. 

In his letter to ,yo u^d^lfed 24 January, 1949, my husband wrote you, how he 



had made, it possible to save Lieutenant USAF Vinand, son of the former American 
Ambassador in London, from the execution, which Hitler had ordered in writing for 
24 April, 1945. I wonder if you;. : will be able to get hold of the present address 
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of* the w prominent prisoner of war 11 Vinand. I believe and hope that Mr. Vinand will 
also contact -General McCloy as an intercessor to the effect that my husband ,may 

regain, his freedom.- May I - owing to the shortage of time - ask you to contact

Lieutenant Vinand and pass to him my very hearty request? Unfortunately the former 
Ambassador Vinand died, as far as I know. Perhaps I could contact Lieutenant 
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Vinand*s mother,- if you could write me her address.
